Dr. Boon is a native of the city of Worcester, England. He was educated at 
Worcester Royal Grammar School; University College, Reading; University of London, 
and the University of Manitoba from which he received the B.A. degree. After being 
on the staff of Worcester Royal Grammar School as Junior Science Master and 
Master at Tamworth Grammar School, England, he joined the administrative staff 
of St. John’s College and College School in 1922. He served as Registrar of the 
College from 1928-1940 and was a lecturer in Chemistry at the College and an 
examiner in Chemistry for the University of Manitoba. 

Dr. Boon’s contribution to St. John’s College extends over a period of many 
years and although he left academic work to take up parish duties his interest in the 
College continued. He was appointed Archivist to the Ecclesiastical Province of 
Rupert’s Land in 1947 and has devoted himself to literary work in the field of the 
history of the Anglican Church. His published works culminated in the production 
in 1962 of an extensive history entitled "The Anglican Church from the Bay to the Rockies ”. 
The College was pleased to honour Dr. Boon with the degree of Doctor of Divinity, 
honoris causa, at its Convocation in November 1963, and the Jobniati is likewise 
pleased to dedicate this volume to him in recognition of his outstanding service.

Fellow Johnians, 

For better or for worse we have abandoned the custom, for several years now, of making new members of the 
teaching staff honorary members of the College.

If there were space, I should doubtless indulge in sentimental reminiscence. It shall suffice to say that the privilege 
of sharing in the intellectual and social and spiritual adventure in which St. John’s students engage is a prized one.

St. John’s exists to promote research at the most comprehensive level, both abstractly and 
concretely. Typically of the Anglican Communion, the College does not compulsively but permissively, for the Anglican 
Communion refuses to regard itself as end in itself. Institutionalism ranks low among our concern. But that which gave 
the institution birth is that which this College of the Church seeks to share with all its members in every generation.

PROF. G.L. BRODERSEN 


At the death of Queen Elizabeth in 1603, there appeared a book of poems entitled Poems of Sorrow and Joy. It is with 
similarly mixed feelings that one must greet a graduating class - and after all any yearbook is chiefly the book of the 
graduates. Sorrow for the departure of familiar faces, some of whom have been round the College for many years is 
off-set by joy, joy in the swelling of the number of St. John’s graduates, and this year by the largest number on record. 
(As this is written in December, it should not be construed as a promise or guarantee in any way). 

The reputation of any University must depend to a very large extent on the quality of its graduates: this is even 
more true of a small College like St. John’s. It is the interest, the growing influence and the continued support of our 
graduates that will enable us to continue and expand our work. From the earliest days of Archbishop Machray, St. 
John’s graduates have taken a distinguished place in the life of the province and of Canada as a whole. A glance at the 
old records of the College reveals many later famous names in Church and State on the roll of the College and the old 
College School: it reveals some interesting details too. One Johnian, later a bishop, had great difficulty with many of 
his courses, both in Arts and Theology; another, now a well known cleric, was nearly suspended frpm residence for 
shouting too much and too loudly in the halls; it was once formally proposed that "the College establish a residence 
for women students of reasonable size.” 

Among the graduates of 1964, Iamsurethere will be successors to the long line of clergy, civil servants, academics 
and politicians: but even more important, there will be an ever-increasing group equipped to carry out Milton’s definition 
of education as something 

"which fits a man to perform justly, skillfully and magnanimously all the offices 
both private and public of peace and war.” 






THE CHANCELLOR

of St. John’s College. Once it was all like a small family living around the Cathedral. I am thankful that the family 
atmosphere still continues, but the College now needs the full organization of Corporation, Council, Warden, Deans 
and Staff - and does not need me so much.

ST. JOHN S HAS BEEN HONOURED

ARCHBISHOP CARRINGTON 


A biography as short as this one can hardly begin 
to show the exciting variety of experience which unfold 
every time one talks with or hears Archbishop Carring¬ 
ton. He was born in Lichfield, the birthplace of Samuel 
Johnson. Archbishop Carrington has only one Christian 
name, Philip, which he says, is very good for documents. 
In 1902 his father was called to the head of Christ 
Church College, New Zealand. In 1913 he graduated 
in New Zealand with an M.A. in Lation and English, 
after which he took his B.Th. at Cambridge. Returning 
to New Zealand in 1918, he was ordained, and married 
the same year. The life ofArchbishopandMrs. Carring¬ 
ton has been such a good example of partnership, that 
one cannot speak of one without mentioning the other. 

In 1923, after serving little churches in Lincoln 
outside Christ Church, he became principal of St. 
Barnabas College, Adelaide, South Australia. He then 
received an invitation to go to "a place called Lennox- 
ville”, Quebec. He accepted, even though when he 
looked it up on the map, all he found was that it was 
situated near the confluence of the St. Francis and 
Massawizzsi Rivers, and was connected by light railway 
to Sherbrooke. He served Bishop’s College as Dean 


of Divinity for eight years. In 1935 he was elected 
Bishop of Quebec, and in 1944, Archbishop of the 
Province of Canada. It was in the latter capacity that 
he attended the second general meeting of the World 
Council of Churches at Evanston, Illinois in 1958. 

Since 1935 he has had published at least six books, 
the most recent being The Anglican Church in Canada , 
(1963). In 1922 Archbishop Carrington came to St. 
John’s College as a lecturer in Systematic Theology 
and Church History. He now retires to a small cottage 
at Little Somerford, near Bath, England. He recalls 
with pride the fact that he is probablythe only Anglican 
Bishop to have presented a church to the Roman 
Catholic Church. This he did when the Dominican 
Fathers wished to purchase the piece of land on which 
stood the church; it intruded into their newly acquired 
property of the Montmorency House Estate, Quebec 
City. He regrets that he will not be there when the 
Canadian House of Bishops meet there this August. 

We will miss Archbishop and Mrs. Carrington, but 
we will always remember his knowledge of men and 
the insight he has given us through his stories.

PROF. A.H. HOOLE 


Professor Hoole, who was born in Leeds, England, matriculated as a student in the University of London. He taught 
for four years in boys’ Preparatory Schools. On coming to Canada he was for nine years principal in rural Manitoba 
Schools. After twenty-one years as a high school teacher at the Daniel McIntyre Collegiate Institute and the Kelvin 
Technical High School, he was principal of the General Wolfe Junior High School for ten years. During the last nine 
years he has been a member of the Faculty of St. John’s College, Department of English. Professor Hoole has the 
degrees of B.A. and M.A. from the University of Manitoba. 

For thirty years he has been lecturer and examiner in English for The Institute of Chartered Accountants of Manitoba, 
for whom he established the present two-year course in English. At the 68th Annual Meeting of the Institute in June, 
1954, Professor Hoole was unanimously elected an honourary member in recognition of conspicuous services rendered 
to the Accounting Profession in the advancement of its educational objects. Only three other men had been similarly 
honoured since the incorporation of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of Manitoba in 1886. During the winter of 
1936-37, Professor Hoole broadcasted weekly over the Western Network of the C.B.C. Radio in a program entitled 
"Adventuring in Poetry”. He is a Past President of the Manitoba Educational Association. 

For many years Professor Hoole has been a Diocesan Lay Reader. He has also sung in choirs for many years and 
for years was Choir Master. For three years he has supervised the monthly meetings of the Winnipeg Sunday School 
Teachers’ Association. In a nutshell, he has been active in all aspects of Church life always. 

It is with deep regret that the students of St. John’s see him leave his full-time teaching position, for he has made 
the works of Shakespeare and Chaucer stay ever clear in our memories. Because of him, many of us have a much better 
and deeper appreciation of the importance of English in our lives.

If, at times, you 
are not too sure of the answer to this question, make 
time next year to attend the Service of Commemoration 
of Founders and Benefactors ofthe College held annually 
on November 1st at St.John’s Cathedral. Having once 
taken part in this simple but moving service, having 
once viewed the solemn procession of our professors 
and clergy all arrayed in their various robes, you will 
emerge with a new appreciation of the tradition behind 
St. John’s and a new pride in being a part of it. You 
need not be an Anglican to attend; it is a service that 
can be followed and appreciated by any Johnian. 

This past year, the guest preacher was The Right 
Reverend Philip F. McNairy, D.D., Suffragan Bishop 
of Minnesota.

He pointed out the areas where the 
Church is failing in its mission, and made us all deeply 
aware of the tradition we must uphold and the difficulties 
we must meet and overcome as Christians.
